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Greenbelt Favors Baker 
But Johnson Wins Race

For most contested offices, 
Greenbelt voters paralleled 
county voters in their choices. 
There were, however, some ex- 
ceptions, the most significant be- 
ing in the race for county execu- 
tive. Countywide State's Attor- 
ney Jack Johnson has garnered 
a significant lead of more than 17 
percent over each of the four 
other candidates for the office. In 
Greenbelt, Delegate Rushern 
Baker and County Councilmem- 
ber Jim Estepp each drew greater 
than 10 percent more votes than 
Johnson, with Baker edging 
Estepp out of the Greenbelt lead 
by 23 votes. (Volunteers at the 
four city polling places compiled 
the unofficial Greenbelt votes for 
the Greenbelt News Review — see 
adjacent table.) Estepp carried 
the Community Center precinct 
(21-3) and the Greenbelt Elemen- 
tary School (North End) precinct 
(21-6) while Johnson carried 
Springhill Lake Elementary (21-8) 
and Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (Greenbelt East) precinct 
(21-13). Baker, however, placed 
second in all four precincts and 
won the overall Greenbelt vote 
for this office. 

22nd District 

Johnson will face Audrey Scott 
who won handily in the county 
with 75 percent of the Republican 
vote over J. Mitchell Brown. In 
Greenbelt where she has been 


the city's member of the county 
council, Scott received 90 percent 
of the Republican primary vote. 
Also of interest to Green- 
belters were the races for the leg- 
islature in the 22nd legislative 
district, the district in which 
Greenbelt was placed by court 
order when boundaries of dis- 
tricts were revised as a result of 
the 2000 Census. In the Demo- 
cratic primary, Greenbelt's former 
mayor, Richard Pilski, failed in his 
challenge of incumbent senator 
Paul Pinsky for the senate office. 
Pilski lost in the county by a 
greater than 3 to | margin. 
While losing all four precincts in 
Greenbelt as well, Pilski did gar- 
ner a greater percentage of the 
votes (36.1 percent) according to 
the unofficial returns. His best 
showing was in the North End 
(21-6) where he received two out 
of every five votes cast. 
Greenbelters joined the rest of 
the legislative district in the se- 
lection of the new term's three 
delegates by voting for Tawanna 
Gaines, Anne Healey and Justin 
Ross. However, while Ross 
placed a close third in the dis- 
trict, he finished first in 
Greenbelt, garnering 1,419 votes 
to second place incumbent Del- 
egate Tawanna Gaines who re- 
ceived 1,395 votes and third

ERHS SAT Scores Continue 
High in County and State

Scholastic Assessment Test 
(SAT) scores remained flat for 
graduating seniors at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School (ERHS). 
The combined verbal and math 
score for 2002 was 1058, barely 
down from 1059 the previous 
year. However, scores have de- 
clined by almost 20 points from 
the recent high of 1076 for 
graduating seniors in 1999. 

The ERHS scores continued 
as highest among those from the 
20 public high schools in the 
county. Schools with the next 
highest scores were Bowie and 
Laurel High Schools with com- 
bined verbal and math scores of 
948 and 936 respectively. ERHS 
students represented one of ev- 
ery eight students in the county 
who took the SAT. The com- 
bined ERHS score was 38 points 
higher than those for both the 
State and national scores, which 
was 1020 for both. 

Countywide test scores de- 
clined from 886 in 2001 to 879 
this year. Data by race were pro- 
vided at the county level. Afri- 
can-American students were al- 
most two-thirds of all students 
taking the test. Their combined 
score was 836, compared with an 
African-American statewide aver- 
age of 848 and a national aver- 


age of 857. White students, the 
second-largest racial group taking 
the test, had an overall score of 
1087 compared with the state 
white average of 1092 and na- 
tional average of 1060. 

Gender data were also avail- 
able at the county level. Boys 
had a combined score of 890, 
compared with 870 for girls. Girls 
scored higher on the verbal seg- 
ment (445 to 440) but lower on 
the math (425 to 450). Data 
were not available on race and 
gender at the individual school 
level.

She would have 
been eligible for NIH’s bone mar- 
row transplant program if any of 
her siblings’ bone marrow 
matched; none did. While NIH 
will enter P.J. into the National 
Bone Marrow registry, 1t seems 
only fitting that as a community 
we act as part of an extended 
family for her.

Greenbelters are, I 
believe, part of an extended fam- 
ily. Hopefully we can be sup- 
portive of an important part of 
our family as she has supported 
the community in the past. It 
doesn’t matter what your blood 
type is. What matters is your 
overall health and whether or not 
you take any particular prescrip- 
tion drugs (for instance, insulin- 
dependent diabetics are not eli- 
gible). You also need to be be- 
tween 18 and 60 years of age.

Stump Removed by City

The city has 
removed almost 
the entire Eleanor 
Roosevelt Memo- 
rial Tree trunk on | 
Crescent Road | 
opposite Albert S. | * 
"Buddy" Attick > 
Park. The tree, a 
large white oak, 
was dedicated as |e 
a memorial to the @ 
famous First Lady | 
on November 2, Fag 
1968. Officiating 
at the ceremony 
were a former city 
councilmember 
James C. Smith, 
and representa- 
tives of the 
Greenbelt Woman’s Club Mrs. 
Edward J. (Marie) Castaldi and 
Mrs. Henley Goode. Smith and 
the club were instrumental in 
constructing the memorial. A 
wrought iron fence was placed 
around the tree on top of large 
granite cut stones. A metal 
plaque was placed facing the 
street dedicating the tree to the 
memory of Mrs. Roosevelt and 
noting that she had observed 
construction of the new town of 
Greenbelt from a platform con- 
structed in the tree. Mrs. James 
A. (Anna) Halstead, daughter of 
Eleanor and Franklin Roosevelt 
unveiled the plaque. Also at- 
tending was Warren J. Vinton, re- 
search administrator of the Re- 
settlement Administration during 
the 1930s. The Resettlement Ad- 
ministration was the agency re- 
sponsible for building Greenbelt. 

Within a short time after the 
ceremony, the tree died — possi- 
bly from old age or disease, pos- 
sibly from being disturbed by the 
placing of the stones around its 
base. The city removed the

The city is planning to plant 
young white ash trees elsewhere 
in memory of Mrs. Roosevelt. 
One will also be planted at the 
memorial site. Whether or not 
the memorial remains is uncertain. 
The problem is that no one now 
knows for certain that Eleanor 
Roosevelt was ever on a platform 
at that location. 

The late public works director, 
Buddy Attick, for whom the park 
is named, worked for the city for 
40 years and before that for the 
Resettlement Administration as a 
security guard. Raised on a farm 
located on what is now the 
Golden Triangle, Attick knew 
Greenbelt’s origins first hand. He

Later, 
Franklin Roosevelt toured the 
model homes, which had special 
doorways and other features in- 
stalled to accommodate his handi- 
cap.

place incumbent Delegate Anne 
Healey who received 1,153. Run- 
ning a close fourth was David 
Merkowitz with 1,082, who ran 
unsuccessfully on a slate with 
Gaines and Healey. Merkowitz 
did better in Greenbelt than dis- 
trict wide and even was the vote 
leader in the Greenbelt Center 
precinct. Gaines took the lead in 
the Springhill Lake precinct while 
Ross won the other two. 

No Republicans filed for either 
the Senate or House of Delegate 
races in the 22nd district, so the 
primary will be tantamount to 
election for the winning Demo- 
cratic candidates. 

Other Races 

In other races Greenbelters 
cast their ballots for the same 
people as others within the vot- 
ing district for the office. For 
Governor, Greenbelt Democrats 
cast 89 percent of their votes for 
Kathleen Kennedy Townsend 
while statewide she received 80 
percent. Townsend will face Re- 
publican Robert Ehrlich in the 
November general election. 
Ehrlich garnered 93 percent of the 
Republican vote statewide and 87 
percent in Greenbelt. 

For comptroller, Greenbelt 
Democrats preferred incumbent 
William Donald Schaefer as did 
the rest of the state, but not 
quite as well. They gave him 60 
percent of their votes while state- 
wide Schaefer garnered 68 percent 
of the vote. Schaefer will face 
Gene Zarwell in the November 
election. Zarwell received 58 per- 
cent of the state Republican vote 
and 53 percent of the Greenbelt 
Republican vote. 

Attorney General Joseph T. 
Curran ran unchallenged for the 
Democratic nomination for an- 
other term in office. His chal- 
lenger will be Edwin MacVaugh 
who barely beat out Republican 
challenger Jeffrey N. Pritzker with 
51 percent of the vote statewide. 
In Greenbelt, however, Pritzker 
was the more popular candidate, 
winning 53 percent of the votes. 

For the 5th Congressional 
District neither incumbent Con- 
gressman Steny Hoyer or Repub- 
lican challenger Joseph _ T. 
Crawford were opposed. In 
Greenbelt, Hoyer received 2,111 
Democratic votes, Crawford 203 
Republican votes. 

Local Races 

Douglas Peters received 64 
percent of the Greenbelt vote for 
county councilmember from the 
fourth councilmanic district 
against Democratic challenger 
Darlene Ann Connelly. District 
wide Peters received 61 percent 
of the vote. He will face Repub- 
lican Tom Lee who was unop- 
posed. 

In Greenbelt Glen Ivey gar- 
nered 72 percent of the vote 
while countywide he received 60 
percent to defeat Mark Spencer 


for the office of State's Attorney. 
Since Ivey has no Republican 
opposition, his election in No- 
vember is assured. 

Incumbent Rosalind Pugh was 
selected as the Democratic candi- 
date for Clerk of the Circuit 
Court, receiving 74 percent of the 
county vote and 69 percent of 
the Greenbelt vote. Pugh will 
face Republican Elizabeth J. 
Pawlak. 

Incumbents Wendy A. Cart- 
wright, Albert W. Northrup and 
Angelo I. Castelli were selected 
by the Democrats to be their 
candidates for Judges of the Or- 
phans' Court. Republican Richard 
J. Landon opposes them. 

Michael Jackson easily beat 
out incumbent Sheriff Alonzo 
Black for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Sheriff, garnering 64 per- 
cent of the vote. Although Jack- 
son was leading in the county 
when this article was written, the 
race was extremely close with 
nine precincts still not reported. 
No Republican ran for sheriff. 

Greenbelter Pat Unger was 
elected to the at-large seat on the 
Democratic Central Committee 
from District 22 while Karen Jo 
Onwukwe and Kurt Walter were 
elected as District 22 representa- 
tives. Walter narrowly beat out 
Sandra Peaches both in the dis- 
trict and in Greenbelt. Marlyn C. 
Bitzer was elected to the Repub- 
lican Central Committee from Dis- 
trict 22. 

Turnout 

Although the number of votes 
cast in each precinct was not 
available at press time, an ap- 
proximation of voter turnout can 
be gauged by comparing the 
vote cast for governor (the office 
for which the largest number of 
votes were cast) with preliminary 
voter registration figures. On 
this basis, about 32 percent of 
the Democratic registered voters 
and 17 percent of the Republican 
registered voters turned out for 
the primary election. The best 
Greenbelt precinct turnout for 
Democrats was Greenbelt Center 
(21-3) with 41 percent. Greenbelt 
North End (21-6) was almost that 
much. The worst was Springhill 
Lake (21-8) with a 14 percent 
turnout. At Greenbelt East (21- 
13), the turnout was 32 percent. 

The Republican turnout was 
much worse with only about 17 
percent of those registered vot- 
ing. At 23 percent, the North End 
had the best Republican turnout 
and Springhill Lake had the 
worst at 12 percent. For the 
other precincts, the turnout was 
about 19 percent at Greenbelt 
Center and 12 percent at 
Greenbelt East. 

Since not all precincts had 
been reported at press time, it 
was not possible to compare 
Greenbelt turnout with either the 
county or the state.

Over the Labor Day weekend, 
the Shoe Suede Blues band 
brought music to the Greenbelt 
community that was refreshing 
and innovative. Their music, a 
mix of rock and blues, brought 
the audience to its feet dancing 
and clapping. 

The three-hour Sunday after- 
noon show included songs from 
the band’s new album, “Saved by 
the Blues,” such as “Route 66" 
and “Treat Her Right.” They 
played songs both old and new 
but the crowd favorites were the 
rock oldies. Not surprisingly, one 
such favorite was “I’m a Believer,” 
most recently a hit from 
Smashmouth, but originally a hit 
for “Shoe Suede Blues” member 
Peter Tork’s former band “The 
Monkees.” 

Initially created for a benefit 
dance in 1994, “Shoe Suede 
Blues” quickly captivated audi- 
ences. Before the band was put 
together, three of its members, 
Michael Sunday, Peter Tork and 
Tadg Galleran (now a former 
member) met through mutual 
friends. They eventually got to- 
gether to play at a series of char- 
ity benefits. Discovering that 
they worked well together, the 
three musicians decided to con- 
tinue as a band once they added 
current band members John 
Palmer and Richard Mikuls. 

Sunday is the band’s bass 
guitarist. The Alabama native 
acquired a love of music at a 
very early age. “When I was six 
years old, [my parents] took us 
to a symphony and the sym- 
phony was playing songs that 
kids could relate to like the Will- 
iam Tell Overture, the War of 
1812 Overture [with] cannons go- 
ing off,” says Sunday. “I was 
just flabbergasted by the amount 
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‘“‘Shoe Suede Blues” performed at the Greenbelt Labor Day Festi-

of sound and beauty coming 
from these instruments. I never 
recovered from that. That led me 
to play music later in life.” 

Palmer became the drummer 
and percussionist for the band. 
He was introduced to music 
through his interest in Gene 
Krupa. Seeing the movie “The 
Gene Kruppa Story” with Sal 
Mineo gave him the idea of be- 
coming a drummer. 

Mikuls is the guitarist and 
vocalist for “Shoe Suede Blues.” 
As a kid he was exposed to 
many jazz and blues records. 
Mikuls wanted to be able to 
make on his guitar the same 
sounds that he had heard on 
records. 

Tork plays guitar and keyboard 
and is also a singer in the band. 
The former Monkee knew what 
his ambition was at a young age. 
“What I find is that I wasn’t 
even conscious of having that 
ambition until many years later,” 
says Tork. “I just kept going 
there. Tryouts for the theater 


group. Ok, Pll do that. The DJ 
on the college radio station. Ok, 
I’m there. [Playing in an] orches- 
tra. ’'m there. I was there with- 
out really ever saying to myself, 
‘I want to be an entertainer.’”’ 

At the age of 23, Tork audi- 
tioned for “The Monkees,” a 
band created for the TV series of 
the same name. Originally meant 
for Steven Stills (of “Crosby, Stills 
and Nash’), the part was offered 
to Tork because the studio 
wanted someone more telegenic. 
As a Monkee, Tork met legends 
such as Jimi Hendrix, Janis Joplin, 
Mama Cass Elliott and the 
Beatles and learned about the 
music business. 

In 1968, “The Monkees” dis- 
banded, but they reunited later in 
1986 for four years on tour to 
commemorate their 20th anniver- 
sary. “The Monkees” reunited 
once more in 2001 for a brief tour.
